MEMORANDUM for Dr. Karpinski. 


Our usual way of prepating notes for shipment is to band 
them in lots of 500 notes each, wrapping twenty bands or 10,000 notes 
to a package in suitable Kraft paper. Then 5 of these packages or say 
50,000 notes are placed in metal lined wooden cases for shipment by steamer. 
50,000 notes weigh from 115 to 125 lbs. net or when EEE about 150 
to 160 lbs. gross. 

For air transportation there are usually 10,000 notes 
to a package which are wrapped in waterproof paper and wéigh in the 
neighborhood of 30 to 40 lbs. gross each and which have a measurement 
of approximately 1 cubic foot per package. 

Any of the above can of course be changed should it be
